gome days ago we wrote to the National Labor Centrals and Organisations 
affiliated to the CTAL requesting an intense, moral solidarity with tbs 
workers of Sao Paulo* Brazil* who are on strike for better salaries end for 
a lowering of the prices of foodstuffs* 

The textile, metallurgical* construction* glass, and lumber workers* 

as well as the mechanics* have been struggling for more than 25 days 

against management and government leaders, who passed from demagogic premises 
to brutal aid bloody violence against the workers, including vomtn and 
children* 

Close to 300*000 workers are struggling to obtain better living and 
working conditions* 

The strike movement is extending to various sminicipalitlss in the 
state of Sao Paulo* 

The government of Lucas N0GUEIRA Garces has not paoifieaUy mobilised 
* its resources to solve the struggle nor does it recognise the justice of 
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the petitions made by the workers. 

To the contrary, the armed forces have been mobilized, and the 
maritime port of Santos has been occupied by military forces. Dozens 
of and female workers have been arrested, beaten and wounded, even 

gravely. 

It is important to know that prices in Brazil increased by nearly 
600$ from 19^0 to 1952, and even in the two years of government of 
Getulio VARGAS prices have increased as follows*
